One man was killed and more 
than 12 persons injured when a 
New York Central streamliner, 
which left Union Station at 10:30 
a.m. today, struck a truck at a 
crossing in Mattoon, III. Mat- 
toon is about 125 miles north- 
east of St. Louis. 

The collision, at 12:39 p.m., 
four minutes after the 1l-car 
passenger train left the Mattoon 
depot, derailed nine cars. 

Gary Bryant of Mattoon, driver 
for an asphalt company, was 
thrown from the truck and 
killed. The crossing. unprotected 
by warning devices, is known 
as Monroe Crossing. 

Twelve stretcher patients were 
admitted to Mattoon Memorial 
Hospital. All were passengers 
or train crew members. Most of 
the passengers had boarded the 
diesel streamliner here, with 
some getting aboard at Mattoon. 

In addition to the stretcher 
cases, a number of passengers 
were treated for less serious in- 
juries. 

The truck was demolished and 
a section of track was torn up. 
The mine derailed cars over- 
turned, only two cars remaining 
on the tracks and upright.

in almost all of Chile today. 
President Carlos Ibanez said, in

of violence. ; 

In a separate announcement, 
the government said a group at 
the Potrerillos copper mine 
ripped: down the Chilean flag 
this morning, shouting: “We are 
Communists, not Chileans.” The 
flag had been placed in the 
central plaza of the northern 
mining town yesterday in 
honor of Chile’s independence 
day. The mine is a subsidiary of 
the American-owned Anaconda 
Copper Co. 

Caches of dynamite were 
found after the demonstration, 
during which one stick, hurled 
at policemen, exploded withqut 
harm. Fifteen demonstrators 
were arrested. 

Effective for 6 Months. 
(In Washington, diplomatic 
sources said it appeared the 

declaration of the state of siege’ 
was intended by President 
Ibanez to obtain powers the 
Chilean Congress would not 
grant him to deal with strikes.) 

The government imposed the 
state of siege for six months and 
said it acted “because of the 
danger of a movement aimed at 
destroying our democratic way 

of life.” The action was taken 
despite the apparent solution to 
the recent strike of copper 
miners, 

Last week various political 
parties expressed opposition to 
demands for extraordinary pow- 
ers in the face of the strike, 


Copper Leading : 

The politics and economy of 
Chile, a nation of 5,865,000 on a 
long strip of land between the 
Andes and the South Pacific, re- 
volve around its mines. Copper 
is a leading export. 

Government sources an- 
nounced three weeks ago the 
copper production — much of 
which goes to the United States.

It begins to look as if Gov. Donnelly is deter- 
mined to carry on his “strike” against filling 
those three Jackson County judgeships to the 
very day he leaves the Executive Mansion for 
the privacy of his own law office in Lebanon. 
More and more it seems that his continued refu- 
sal to act may be broken only by an order from 
the Missouri Supreme Court, if the court is con- 


vinced that such an order is within its authority. | 


Under the non-partisan court plan, the Six- 
teenth Judicial Commission now has submitted 
its three nominees for each of the new Circuit 
Court seats for the third time, and the Governor 
has rejected them for the third time. This time 
he even called for the resignation of three of 
the five commission members, 

Although expounded in somewhat more detail, 
the Governor’s explanation of his adamant posi- 
tion still is that the nominations were dictated by 
political considerations. Certainly, the nominees 
Republicans and Democrats alike—did not sup- 
port his last bid for the governorship. And there 
may be more to it than that. 


For example, the Governor says that the Judi- 
cial Commission made a deal with Republican 
members of the 1953 Legislature, To insure crea- 
tion of the three new seats, he says, the commis- 
sion promised to nominate one all-Republican 
panel so that he would be compelled to appoint 
at least one Republican judge. 

All this may be true; but even if the commis- 
sion played politics, the remedy is not more poli- 
tics from the Governor's office. Without taking a 
stand one way or another on the nominees in- 
volved in this indefensible impasse, we have 
maintained that submission to the Governor’s 
demand would set an intolerable precedent. It 
would mean that any Governor could reject all 
nominations except those politically or personal- 
ly pleasing to him. That indeed would be the end 
of all hopes for a nonpartisan judiciary. 


The State Supreme Court saw this danger very 
clearly when it responded to a request from the 
bar to use its cule- making power in this dispute. 
Last July the Court ruled that a Judicial Com- 
mission could overthrow a nomination before the 
Governor acted on it—provided there was a sub- 
stantial cause, affecting the qualification of a 
nominee. But.the Court also said: 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to impose (or to recognize) any obligation 
whatsoever upon any commission to recon- 
sider or wi a@w any nomination, whether 
or not the Geverner shall have requested 
reconsideration thereof, or shall have pur- 
ported to reject such nominations. 


That is just about as clear as language can be. 
Judicial nominations are none of the Governor’s 
business. His duty is to select one man of the 
three suggested and appoint him to the bench. 
No doubt he can say, if he wants to, that he 
would not make the appointment were this left 
to his choice. But it is not—beyond the law’s 
requirement that three names be submitted to 
him. 


If a Judicial Commission has acted improperly, 
if it has nominated men unfit for the bench, the 
remedy does not lie in the Governor's hands. 
The bar and the Supreme Court can deal with 
such a case. So in this instance, it seems to us, 
Gov. Donnelly does not have a leg to stand on. 
Indeed, he seems to be refusing to do his consti- 
tutionally commanded duty. 

The delay in the adjudication of litigation in 
the Kansas City area because of the failure to 
appoint these three additional judges is serious. 
But it is as nothing compared with the harm 
which would be done to the nonpartisan plan 
were the Governor to have his way. As a lawyer 
he should see this. 
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Picking on Wellston? 

Pointed complaints about law enforcement and 
municipal management in Wellston have become 
a predictable feature of grand jury reports in St. 
Louis courity. The May term grand jury is the 
latest to have its say. Although it did not go so 
far as some of its predecessors, it did exhibit 
the same raised eyebrows where Wellston was 
concerned. 

Why have the grand juries been picking on 
Wellston? That community, which is a Democrat- 
ic stronghold in a strongly Republican county, 
may well have earned the wrath of grand juries. 
On the other hand, it may be significant that the 
juries sit in Clayton, where.they are surrounded 
by Republican officeholders and perhaps blinded 
by the trappings of Republican power.

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Changing the U.N. Rules 


On the eve of this week's session of the United 
Nations General Assembly, Senator Wiley sug- 
gested that study be given to.a new voting sys- 
tem for that body. The larger nations, he thinks, 
ought to have a louder voice. The Security Coun- 
cil having declined in importance during the 
cold war stalemate, the Assembly’s prestige has 
increased; and Senator Wiley apparently thinks 
it is not right that a small country like Ecuador 
should have the same vote as a large one like the 
United States. | 

Cynics at the U.N. may point out that Senator 
Wiley makes his proposal for changing the rules 
just at the point when the United States, which 
has generally been able to win most of the vote 
contests under existing rules, is facing a chal- 
lenge to its leadership on some issues, especially 
Asian issues. 

Or they might note with interest that among 
other parliamentary bodies in which the race 
goes not always to the swift, and the votes not 
always to the big, is the United States Senate. If 
it is bad for a small nation to have an equal vote 
with a big one, what about Senator Wiley of 
Wisconsin, who represents 3,500,000 people and 
yet casts the same vote as a New York Senator 
who represents 14,800,000? 

The truth is that the General Assembly, like 


the United States Senate, is only half of a con- 


stitutional bargain. The one-nation-one-vote rule 
in the Assembly was adopted for the precise 
purpose of giving the smaller nations something 
like equality with the big ones, that being consid- 
ered a partial offset to the immense power of

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The Parity Pledge Again 

Among other 1952 campaign themes which 
Vice President Nixon is playing over again this 
year is the parity pledge on farm prices. He told 
audiences in the Middle West that this Admin- 
istration stands “for 100 per cent of parity in 
the market place.” 

That is what Dwight Eisenhower told farm 
audiences in 1952, and the words led to an un- 
fortunate misunderstanding. Some farmers evi- 
dently did not hear or fully appreciate the latter 
half of the phrase. They thought they were being 
promised Government price supports at 100 per 
cent of parity. It was only after the election that 
Mr. Eisenhower cleared up the matter by point- 
ing out that he had said “in the market place.” 

Now that Vice President Nixon is repeating the 
pledge, further misunderstanding will be avoided 
if everybody remembers that being for 100 per 
cent of parity in the market place means that 
Mr. Nixon favors 100 per cent if the farmers 
can get it. ; 

This is really a rather conservative position. 
Why not propose 200 per cent of parity if the 
farmers can get it? Or 300? 

Along the same line, Mr. Nixon should be able 
to come out for a 50 per cent increase in the 
wage level “in the market place”—tLe., if the 
workers can get it. He could advocate a 100 per 
cent increase in corporation profits if possible. 
He could propose a higher return for landlords, 
and at the same time a lower level of rents, “in 
the market place.” Why stop with a dinky little 
old 100 per cent of parity for farmers? —

The New 23 Tribune - Post-Dispatch 
NEW YORK, Sept. 20—Racial 
and religious discrimination is 
continuing in college fraternities 
and sororites despte the opposi- 
tion of 80 per cent of college 
presidents and students, a survey 
by the National Committee on 
Fraternities in Education shows.

NN AR RAD TESTED 


60 Volunteers Average About 
Two Miles in 30 
Minutes. 


About 60 panting, perspiring 
volunteers stepped briskly 
around the track at University 

High School Stadium yes- 
— * in a civil defense exer- 
cise to determine how far the 
average person could get on foot 
from a threatened area in 30 
minutes. 

By combined trotting and 
walking, a few persons went 
more than two miles in the allot- 
ted time and one covered two 
and three-fourths miles, Victor 
A. Ellman, director of University 
City Cigil Defense, said. 

But most of the participants 
in the test walked about two 
miles in 30 minutes. A few 
dropped out in the first few 
minutes 

Actually, Ellman said, the test 
was carried out not only to de- 
termine the distance that could 
be covered but also to stimulate 
the thinking of citizens along 
the lines that they might have 
to walk out” of an area threat- 
ened with bombing. 

“In the event of an H-bomb 
attack,” Ellman said, “thousands 
of people would bave to depend 
on their feet to get them to pos- 
sible safety.” 

Roads would be choked with 
thousands of automobiles leav- 
ing the heart of the metropoli- 
tan area, and people would have 
to get out and walk, he said. 
Federal civil defense policy now 
contemplates a “walk-out” pro- 
gram for urban residents, Ell- 
man added. 

Originally the test yesterday. 
had been planned for auxiliary 
police and fireman, and the pub- 
lic also was invited. Ellman 
thought the number of volun- 
teers would have been greater 
had it not been for the heat.

ENSIONS are pulls of one sort or another and they are 
T necessary in the life of the body. The tension of 

muscles holds the body firmly in poise and place. That 
sort of tension is never bothersome, but there are tensions 
set up in the mind and the body that annoy us. Lack of 
exercise causes some, fear causes others, what causes some 
others nobody knows, but we know they are annoying to 
children when they rock themselves in their cribs, to others 
who bite their nails when they are absorbed in reading or 
watching the screens. Such tensions seem to be relieved 
by odd habits like rocking, nail biting, hair twisting and 
the like. 

These habits are the children’s way of lessening a ten- 
sion that they scarcely recognize consciously but which is 
troubling them inwardly. When we try to stop them, the 
children try to go along with us but as soon as the tension 
takes hold they once more try to release it by falling back 
into the practice that eases it.

USUALLY THESE ANNOYING HABITS do no harm. 
In time, when the children want to drop the habit that they 
learn is not acceptable, in time, when the tensions have 
found other and more satisfying outlets, or have disappeared 
with the maturing of the body and mind, the habits vanish. 

Meariwhile, we can help a little if we study the child’s 
way of living. Any happenings that cause him to fear any- 
thing or anybody can be adjusted, or he can be helped to 
adjust himself to them. His clothing can be made more 
comfortable to him. Many a child is uneasy because his 
underclothes are too tight, or they have been cut wrong 
and pull on him. His diet can be adjusted. Here the 
pediatrician, or the family physician who knows the child 
and his background, can be of great service.

WHILE THERE IS NO GREAT IMPORTANCE attached 
to such habits, they are unacceptable, but not dangerous, 
parents want to banish them and often, in trying to do so, 
create new tensions in the child and so increase the need 
for outlets. Being limited in resources of that sort the 
child falls back on himself and the annoying habits continue. 

Try to be patient. Try not to see too much. Try to find 
ways of making a child happier, so that he will need fewer 
such comforts as his thumb in his mouth or his nails under 
his teeth.

Jumbo Molasses Cookies 
Ingredients: 3% cups sifted 
flour, one teaspoon baking soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one and 


one-half teaspoons ginger, one- 
half teaspoon cloves, one-half 
teaspoon nutmeg, one-fourth 
teaspoon allspice, one-half cup 
shortening, one cup sugar, one 
cup water, one cup dark old- 
fashioned molasses. 

Method: Sift together flour, 
baking soda, salt, ginger, cloves, 
nutmeg and allspice. Cream 
shortening and sugar. Mix water 
and molasses. Add sifted dry 
ingredients alternately to 
creamed mixture with water- 
molasses, blending well after 
each addition. Chill in covered 
bowl in refrigerator overnight. 
Roll out one-fourth-inch thick 
on floured board or prepared 
pastry cloth. Cut into rounds 
with a four-inch cookie cutter. 
Place three cookies at a time on 
greased baking sheet. Bake in 
moderate (350 degree) oven 10 
to 12 minutes. Remove to cookie 
rack with large spatula to cool. 
Store in tightly covered con- 
tainer. When cookies are cold, 
write names on them by forcing 
decorative frosting through nar- 
row opening of cake decorator; 
Makes one and one-half dozen 
cookies.
